San Frakcisco, Dec. 9.— The schooner 
Transit has arrived in this port direct 
from Honolaln. The following corro- 
•pondence is furnished the AHsociatod 
Press: 

During the afternoon the Alameda 
tailed Ministw Willis tnikto a state- 
ment, TtfftfttU^ 1^ '^^^^ pnblislie<1 hy 
the AsBOciated Press, tnilt nothing defi- 
nite wonld be done here until be had 
received a reply to the dinpatches sent 
to Washington by the Alameda. This 
statement was published in The Star. 

The Bulletin published a letter from 
MiDister WUlifl. in irbich he said be 
wished his remarka in The Star to ap- 
ply to the entire press of Honolulu. 
The stand taken by Minister Willis in 
his interview with The Star which was 
revised in proof by him before publica- 
tion caused cunsidurablo anxit^ty in 
governu^ent circles owlnii tq the iuti- 
nation itt^ Mff breach <>f tb« peace 
would be punished by the Amerioan 
minister. 

To the AsBociiitwl Press his words 
were: •'Any troublo precipitated on 
the other siae woulii ix' Moppud at onoe 
by the Uuited Stnie« lurcch." 

Un the morning ut tlie 1 ith, the Jay 
after the AlumoUft left. I'rKaiduiit bole 
calleil upon Minister W'lilis tu Icam 
bow fur the nuihority of the UnitoJ 
States wns expected to be carried in 
case of an emergencj". L'pon his return 
it was learned that the provisional gov- 
ernment was fully saunlied with the 
explanation and limltatioas tnade by 
MiniHter \Vilh8. 

Il ;b llif h'l'ncriil ojiinion that the 
original biuguap'o used by the I nitcd 
States minister conveyed more than he 
intended it hhould. It is understood 
that rresideui Dole very clearly m- 
formed tiie uiinii ter thul the itrovisiou- 
al governuienl coiiiniaudcd lUe situu- 
tiou and would ro(iUiro no aid troi:i the 
I'uiled States unlf63 it v.-aa calli'd ior. 
Tho 1 recidcnt assured the minister 
timt (ii.y i>reach of peace which might 
occur \vi..ild be speedily dealt with by 
the Uawauun governmeut. 

The piovisuual government received 
asHurauce on tue points mentioneil 
which were perfectly salislHctory. U is 
understood that Minister Williii said he 
would stand back of tbe present gov- 
ernment until the present dithculty was 
settled. The tension in political mat- 
ters since the departure of the Alame- 
da has only partially relaxed. Minister 
Willis stated he made the public state- 
ment that "nothing immediate would 
be done" tu ease matters down, as he 
believed a i risi.s was approaching.

"When the attention of the United 
States minister was calleil to the tact 
that the provisional governmotit v^ouM 
aid him lujkeeping the peace, ho replied 
that he liiu not e.\peci troui)li' unless it

Ex- Marshal C. B. Wilson has 
brought two libel suits against Walter 
tJ. Smith, editor of The Star. TheBuits 
have j^rown out of tbe rejjublication of 
a reiiort made to Mr Blount bv Colonel 
V. \ . A^hfo^d, regarding immorahties 
practiced in the palace by the e\ nueen 
and Wilson. The origin.il account was 
I)ublishcd in the San t'ranci.sco 
Chronicle last April, and was furnished 
the Honolulu correspondent by Ash- 
i'ord, although given to Mr. Blount in 
confidence. Most of the allegations in 
Ashford's account are said to be capable 
of proof and the defense allege they 
will place the ex-ciueeu on the stand 
and give a full expose of the entire 
matter. It is generally believed the 
suits will not be allowed to come to 
trial by the prosecution. 

An interview with members of the 
provisional government develops a de- 
termination to stand on the defensive 
and take nothing on trust until the 
United States government is ofliciallv 
heard from either dirt clly or through 
Minister Willis. In the meantime 
troops will be kept fully armed and re- 
serve guard really at a iniuute'e notice. 
Many Americans a^.-'ert that no restora- 
tion shall take place. 

The provirional government expressei 
the opinion that the use of force on vhe 
part of the rnited States would be 
t^ciuivarent to a declaration of war. 
Kc.sideut Ai '••riediis have at least 1,500 
Titles ami auimunitiou in private hands 
which it would bo iniiio.hible to seize 
in case of restoration. 'I'hose best jiost- 
ed say the throne would not stand an 
hour after the withdrawal of Ameri- 
can troops. 

The theory of restoration, however, 
will not be Iwlieved here until the last 
moment. Should it- then provcl true 
serious trouble w ill likely follow. This 
much is admitted by the clearest heads 
on both sides. 

From a source almost in touch with 
the American legation it is learned that 
the contingency which has cnused d' \y 
in Hawaiian affairs until Washington is 
heard from, the fact that the provis- 
ional governmtiHt and resident Ameri- 
oaus would openly resist compromise or 
restoration.

Naw« Plr,?«t From Aycklnnd. 
AtJciLAND. tr. 8., Dec. 9.— The steam- 
er Monowai has arrived here.

All was nuiet 
there. The news that President Cleve- 
land intenued to restore the queen 
(j^hiied great excitement. It was dis- 
emlied by ezoitsd knots of people on 
the street and waa geuenaUy con- 
demned. 

A rumor was published in the Hono- 
lulu papers that tbe queen was not 
willing ta accept a restoration unless 
she was assured of the armed support 

of the United States. 

The Hawaiian (inzette of Nov. 21 
says: 

'•In tlai meantime the monarchy is 
not restored and will not bf unless by 
the armed forces of the t^nited States, 
whose forces must then coutinne to 
support the ex-<iupen. There may be 
small difTcrences in the r.iiiks of the 
party of reform, but we are today more 
united and determined on the main is- 
sue than ever before. 

"Let every reformer put aside all 
other and minor things. Aa snrely as 
there is an eternal justice overrulim? 
the afTairs of men. so surely will the 
gross outrage proposed to be done to 
Hawaii fail of its purpose."

FIGHTI NG FOR FOOD. 

A SaMdwIah Blot la Ohtaaaa'a Olty Ball.

Chicago, Dec. 9.— The iight of Ban<l- 
wiches in the city hall Thursday night 
nearly caused a riot among the home- 
less who were allowed by the police to 
use the corridors of the municipal 
building for a place of lodging. For a 
moment it looked as if the 800 men 
who obstructed the main hallway and 
stairs in the north end of tbe building 
would engage in an encounter, but the 
apiiearance of police ofiic -i.s prevented 
serious trouble. The me!i w ere hungry 
and when a few men who had made 
a pool for the purchase of san<b 
wiches entered the plac<* with 
the eatables there was a rush for the 
food and those who had bought it were 
sorry they did not eat their suudwiches 
outside, for in the row following their 
entrance they lost their uU. 

In an instant after the food was ex- 
hibited there were 200 men on their feet 
and blows were struck in all directions. 
No sides were taken in the matter ex- 
cept the 20 who had purchased the ?o>yi. 
and this accounts for the fact that the 
trouble was easily suppressed. No one 
knew ag^inrt W^om he had a grievance 
and when commanded them to 
remain QtaM they obeyed and again 
took their tuaoei on tha odd etooa floor 
to sleep.

Pawtucket, R. I., Dec. 9.— This city 
w as visited yeatsvday evening by one 
of the moat CHsMkrona llree that has oc- 
curred here In several 'years. The lire 
was in the big belting establishment 
and tannery of James Davidson. 

Tbe concern when in full operation 
employs 800 hands. It had been shut 
down for some time, and the owner had 
just arranged for starting. About 20 
men were at work in the establishment 
when the fire broke out The flames 
started from some unknown cause in 
the south end of the building and 
spread so rapidly that the workmen 
were forced to miake. thdr eacape by 
means of the windows. The smoke was 
so intense that some of ^ meii had to 
crawl upon the floors to reaoh nie win- 
dows. 

A general alarm eaUed out th^ entire 
Pawtucket department, but the ilames 
had such headway that it was impossi- 
ble to save the building. The tannery 
was practically destroyed. The loss u 
placed at 1198.000, fuUy oovtted bgr In-i 
surance.

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
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nailkruptcjr lllll Ktrunclfid 
NothluK FAnn Done. 

WABHiNOTOif, Dec. 9.— The Torrey 
bankmptoy bill was strangled unex- 
pectedly by the house yesterday jnst as 
the consideration of the bill under the 

fivp-minuto rule was about to begin. 
Colonel Uates, the champion of the 
measure, had declined to permit the 
house to vote on his substitute provid- 
ing simply for a voluntary system of 
bankruptcy, whereupon Mr. Bland of 
Missouri precipitated the entire ques- 
tion by moving to strike out the enact- 
ing clause of the bill. 

Vainly the advocates of the measure 
protested that it was unfair to reject 
the bill before the house had had a 
chance to perfect it by amendmeut. 
Their pleadings were uiiavailii.g. The 
vote WHS decisive. It was carried by a 
majority of 142 to 111. .ludge Torrey 
of St. Louis, the autlior of tbe mea?;- 
ure. who has Iwen here lor 10 y(>aiH 
promoting liie interests ot the bill, sat 
uisconsobitely in the galleries. 'Ihi- 
vote was not a strict party one. An 
analysis show.s that 115 Democrats. IH 
Ue^ublicans and 1) Po]iuli-.ts voted to 
strike out ine enacting i hiu-^e, and that 
54 Republicans and 47 Democrats voted 
against it. 

An ntteujpt to drive tiie bill for tliH 
admission of Utah as a state through 
the house during the morning hour was 
defeated by a determined hlibuster, leil 
by Mr. Dingley of Maine and supporte<l 
bv almost the entire Republican side. 
The course of the Republicans fore- 
shadows their policy upon the admis- 
sion of not only Utah, but the other 
Democratic territories of Now Mexico 
and Ari7.on.i. bills for which have al- 
ready been favorably reported by the 
committee ou territories.

SOUTH BEN D BANK ROBBERY. 

Tha Thlaves fltlU at Larc* aad Ha Proa- 
pacta of Thair Captnra. 

SocTn Bend, Ind., Dec. 9.— The rob- 
bery of the South Bend National bank 
at noon Thursday still remains the 
chief topic of conversation at the clubs 
and hotels, as well as in social and 
home circles, owing to the social prom- 
inence of Cashier Myron Campbell and 
others of the bank. 

Tbe sensation that it caused has by 
no means died out, and everyone is 
wondering how it occurred. 1 he prom- 
inent location of the bank, ami the fact 
that its immense plateglass front per- 
mits a full view of tbe interior, pre- 
cluded tbe idea of such an occurrence. 
Had it been at night no wonderment 
would have been aroused, as an en- 
trance could have been easily gained 
and work on tbe Vault doors conducted 
without interruption or suspicion. 

While the amount. 116,000 lost is 
large, the seusaflob seems rather to cen- 
ter around the fact that the robbing 
was committed in broad daylight and 
in the bnsineee center. Other bank of- 
ficers have diaoMMd tha natter and 
each one ii noBplwed, in short can 
not comprehend it. The plan of tbe 
robbery was substantially as given 
in the original dispatches, and yester- 
day's investigation shed but little ad- 
ditional light on the bold theft. 

It was probably 80 minutes after 
Cashier Camnbell found the telltale 
chisel before tbe robbery was di8e<jv- 
ered. Another ISO minutes passed be- 
fore the police were made cognizant of 
the affair. Chief of Police Rose had 
half a dozen detectives in al^directions 
within 10 minutes after be returned to 
police headquarters from a hasty in- 
spection of tlie. bank. All trains and 
othet means of egress from the city 
were watched, a careful eye was on all 
BUBpiciouM characters and the utmost 
vigilance was used, but up to this hour 
not an arreat has been made even on 
susjpicioh. 

Cnief Roee said: ''We have made no 
arrests and have no clews of a definite 
character." Cashier Campbell said: 
"I severely criticize myself for the rob- 
bery of our bank when I had locks and 
every appliance for the safety of our 
valuables." 

The window through which the thief, 
for it is generally considered that one 
went inside, entered the bank, was 
within 10 feet of the window to a sleep- 
ing apartment in the residence of As 
sistant Cashier J. E. Kelleyof the First 
National bank, and about tbe same dis- 
tance from the sitting room. 

At 12M o'clock Charles Davis, a well 
known New York theatrical tnanr.g< 
was dressincln the sleepiu/ioom. At 
1:20 Mrs. KeUey wee sitting by one of 
the sittingroom windows. At l'iM'> 
Detective Augustus Warrell passed the 
bank and stopped and looked in. He 
says no one was inside. From these 
facts it appeara that the bank was 
looted between 12:15 and 12:80, or dtir- 
ing a period of but 19 minntes, daring 
which no one was at the windows of 
Mr. Kelley'fl residence. 

UNKNOWN STEAMER SINKS. 

Slia Suddenly Guck Uoh'ii OO tlio Knuliili 
Coakt. 

London, Deo. 9.— The steamer Man- 
gara, whioh haa arrived at Shielde, re- 
ports that of Ushant, she saw a steam- 
er in distress and sinking. A man on 

board of the distressed steamer was 
burning a flare sigunl. and the Man- 
gara was asked to stand by the sinking 
vessel. Several other sailors were seen 
clinging to different parts of the sink- 
ing ship. 

Unddenly the steamer in distress 
pltmged to the bottom stem forward, 
and the Mangara was unable to save 
her crew. The name of tbe steamer 
which was thus lost, with all hands, 
has not been aacertained.

For the information of the public the 
BiTLLvriw, by reqaeat, pabliahei the ratea 
fixed by the act. 

The act says " these ratea are for galea 
■tanding five miles apart, and in that 
proportion for a less distancoi bat when 
there is a fraction of a road of a mHe or 
more, less than five miles, toll may be 
charged at the gate next thereto for the 
fraction in the proportion that ita length 
Xftm to five miles.

When loss rates than the above are 
charged the reduction shall be made 
equal upon all rates. 

The act also specifies that when any 
part of a tnrnpike or gravel road is within 
theoorporate limits of any city or town 
and ia kept in repair by such city or town, 
then no toll shall be charged for travel 
therein. 

No corporation shall charge, exact or 
I receive any toU greater than or in excess 

of the tolls authorized to le charged hy 
its charter, when the tolls authorized to 
be charged by snoh charter are less or 
lower than those prescribed by this act. 

The managers of any road in which the 
Btate (or pounty) has an Interest shall 
permit ministers of the gospel to travel 
on the road without paying toll when on 
ministerial duty, and shall charge no toil 
against scholars going to or from school, 
or persons who are going to or from their 
accustomed place.s of worship, or funeral 
processions going to or from place of 
burial. But if any other person than 
scholars goint; to or from school, and the 
driver, bhall occupy a vehicle, full toll 
shall be charged. 

If the President and Directors of any 
turnpike company shall fail or refuse to 
perform the duties required by this law, 
they shall he fined in a sum not less than 
$100 each, and made jointly and severally 
liable therefor, recoverable by indictment, 
for the use of the Commonwealth. 

^any toU-gate keeper of any turnpike, or 
gravel road Bhall pharge a greater rate of toll 
than thai fixed and prescribed by thi» law he 
thail he fined $10 /or each offt nue; and if Ihe 
corporate autltoritiet or ow/i.rs of'ani/ ntirh 
road authtrvce a greater rate, they thail be 
fined $50 /or every exceuive charge made by 
their authority.

the penitentiary can no loagW MMlf* 
Bostaiuing, aa it now is. 

Tli« Baoltsrjr Coodltlon 

of the penitentiary is reported to be 
bad. Every visitor knowa it to be nn- 
ntterably horrible. The sewerage sys- 
tem is very old and entirely inadequate, 
the ventilation is unworthy the name 
•nd the cell buildings stink worse than 

• garbage dump. The hoepital build- 
ing is pronounced dangerous. It is liable 
to collapse at any time. The floors are 
rotten and the construction of the 
bt]dlding is such that if a fire ever gets 
started there will be no posmbility of 
Moape from death of the sick convicts 
orthe attendantH and physicinns. The 
hospital room is on the third floor of an 
antiquated structure, and is only 
reached by flinisy and decaying wooilen 
•tairs. 

Attention is properly directed to the 
apartment set aside for insane convicts. 
It is dark, dcsoluto and stinkin><. No 
man would keep a good dog in it. 

The board is in favor of the plan of 
solitary confinement as a punishrnont 
and asks that provision be made for it 
instead of the corporal punishment now 
used to discipline unruly convictn.
